EARTH’S INTERIOR 
CONTAINS 30,000 
YEARS OF FUEL 


Leeds, England, September 2.— 
(United News.)—After the world’s 
coal supply has been used up, man 
can keep himself warm and run his 
factories for 30,000 years if he can 
learn how to harness and use the 
heat stored in the earth’s interior, J. 
L.. Hodgson, well-known scientist, told 
the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science today. 

One cubie mile of rock alone in 
the egrth’s interior. Hodgson said, 
would yield 50,000,000 horsepower of 
heat. 

Hodgson said that ¢he heat would 
remain waiting to be used, as it was 
being radiated only at a rate that 
woul be paralleled by burning 1,000 
tons of coal a second. 

It would be necessary to bore into 
the earth probably between three and 
nine miles to reach. a. temperature 
sufficienfly high to furnish the power,

Detroit, September 2.—(4)—Cap- 


tain Frederick Giles, Brtish aviator, 


who is awaiting repairs on his Hess- 
Blue Bird biplane, before attempting 
a flight to New.Zealand by way of 
San Francisco, today wired Mrs. Les- 
lie Hamilton, of Ottawa, Canada, wife 
of Captain Hamilton, one of the crew 
of the missing Fokker airplane, St.

Captain Giles said he would go at 
once to St. Johns, Newfoundland, and 
make flights extending 1.100 miles 
out over the Atlantic if Mrs. Hamil- 
ton acceptetl his offer. Captain Giles 
served with Captain Hamilton dur- 
ing and following the world war. 
Captain Giles’ telegram follows: 
“Mrs. Leslie Hamilton, Chateau 
Laurieur, Ontario: Am awaiting hop 
to New Zealand, flying a single-seat 
Hess-Blnebird plane by the way of 
San Francisco and Honolulu and 
Australia. My friendship with Les- 
lie, Known by my backer, W. H. Rose- 
warne, permits me to search for Les- 
lie before the departing for the west 
coast. Wire me if can be of any as- 
sistance and will wire my _ sporting 
backer. Keep a brave heart. With 
kindest wishes and with happy memo- 
ries of other days. F. H. GILES.”

Bluebird 


Le Bourget, September 2.—(*)— 
Undeterred by the failure of today's 
attempt to fly across the Atlantic, 
Leon Givon, pilot of the Bluebird, told 
the Associated Press that he would 
hop off tomorrow if conditions were 
Similar to or better than those of to- 
day. He indicated he would make 
alterations on the plane with a view 
to enabling it to soar higher at the 
beginning of the voyage. 

Fog, hanging heavy over the French | 
countryside, balked the biplane Blue- | 
bird’s first attempt today to fly to 
New *York. 

The giant plane, manned by Leon 
Givon and Pieree Cobru, after a 
beautiful take-off at 6:31 a. m., was 
back over Le Bourget in less than two 
hours. Then for almost another full 
hour Givon circled the field, hoping 
the haze would lighten, but when it 
remained. still thick at 9 o'clock, he 
began emptying his gasoline tanks. 

By 10, the load had been reduced 
from 9,600 liters (about 2,500 gal- 
lons) to. 4,000 litres (1,060 gallons) 
and the lightened ship was landed 
gracefully, her pilot and navigator bit 
terly disappointed over their failure. 

The Blue Bird had proceeded about 
90 miles when she turned back. \ The 
plane was then over the rolling coun- 
try between* Rambouillet and Rennes. 

Givon explained that with the 
heavy load—the plane weighed 12 
tons—his ceiling at times was 460 
meters (about 1,350 feet). He could 
not get higher, as would have been 
necessary to avoid flying blindly 
through the haze. The stabilizer was 
working none too well, which in- 
creased the danger of flying through 
the fog. 

Corbu had a dejected air as 
stepped from the cockpit. ' 

“It’s all right: you didn't break 
your neck,” someone said, apparently 
hoping to console them. 

“Don’t call not breaking your neck 
a success,” Givon replied. 

“When do you intend to start 
again? the correspondent inquired. 
“That’s up to the weatherman,” 
Givon said. He then asked, “Have 
the Germans started?” and seemed to 
feel a little better on learning they 
had not. 

“I dropped the minimum amount of 

fuel necessary to lighten the ship and 
enough to land without danger,” 
Givon explained. “I didn't want to 
waste any more than necessary.” 
_ At that about $750 worth of gaso- | 
line was dumped. A few minutes 
after landing the Bluebird was} 
backing her nest ih one of the vast 
hangars of Le Bourget airdrome.

What the Balloenaties Did 

These puzzling and gruesome trage- 
dies are not strauge, but only new in 
circumstances, The like catastrophies 
have accompanied the efforts to con- 
quer gravitation and triumphantly ride 
the air for 145 yenrs. 

It was in 1782 That the Montgolfier 
brothers produced their balloon in 
Paris and demonstrated its power to 
carry persons into the upper air. Sey- 
eral distinguished personages ventured 
to make ascents, and in January, 
1785, “tlanchard, who had become a 
noted aeronaut, took a Mr. Jeffries 
with him across the English channel 
from Boulogne to England. Jater, in 
June of that year, Besrozier and Ro- 
main songht to repeat the trip, but 
their balloon caught fire and they fell 
to death in the waters of the channel. 

At the battle of Fleurus. June 17, 
1794, the French used a balloon. to 
reconnoitre the army of the enemy, 
and signal the observations. This was 
the first use of a balloon in war opera- 
tions. 

It was in 1802 that Garnier went up 
4.000 feet at Paris and made the first 
descent hy parachute. T'wo years 
later Guy-Lusae made from. Paria 
phenomenal aseent to 22,000 feet and 
came down safely. 

When Blanchard perished in a hal- 
loon crash, Madame Blanchard took up 
the ballooning trade pil became quite 
famous. But in 1819, on July, 6, in 
Andon, she went un one nighf in a 
balloon that she nad fringed with fire- 
works for the delight of the great 
crowd at Tivoli gardens: but the fire- 
works exploded her balloon and she 
fell to a horrible death.

Other Foolhardy Stunts.

Lieutenant Gale tried it and 
the horse grew frantic in the air and 
both fell to their death. Then Mme. 
Pointevin came over from Paris. after 
many successes, to ascend from Cre- 
morne Gardens as “Europa on the 
Bull,” but she was arrested on a 


charge of “cruelty to animals,” tried 
in the police court, and ordered with 
all others to cease the carrying of 
animals in. balloons. 

Some dozen persons, including a 
member of parliament, were blown to 
sea and perished in attemp® to cross 
the English channel in balloons. 


Air-mail carriers are growing more 
common in Europe and America 
monthly now, but balloons were em- 
ployed for postal service in England 
in 1851, the year of my birth, by Mr. 
Shepherd, a civil engineer. And in 
1871, during the siege of Paris, M. Du- 
four earried mail bags from the city to 
Tours by balloon: 

While the Germans beleagured "aris. 
66 balloons, carrying 168 passengers, 
made successful flights from the city, 
and Gombetta, with his secretary, 
escaped from Paris to a place of safety 
by a balloon hop. 

It was in 1901 that Professor Lang- 
ley met failure with his heavier-than- 
air plane on the Potomac, and it was 
in 1903 that the Wrights hit upon 
the right principle of airplaning at 
Kitty Hawk in North Carolina.

This factor must be taken 
into consideration, whether the doctor 
be a young tyro or an old experienced 
one. Flow useful it is when the great 
or near great fall ill—for several days 
or sometimes right up to the very 
end, the doctors can bamboozle the 
publie by assuring the public that 
the distinguished patient has merely 
“eontracted a severe cold.” 

The young doctor. who has just 
buried a patient naturally hates to 
lose any more practice and so he cudg- 
els his conscience Wed. loudly  pro- 
claims his eri is not communicable. 
In this piece of dirty work he has 
the moral support of the best medical 
authorities and of the majority of 
present health administrators. 

According .to the peculiar ethics of 
these old fogy health authorities and 
reactionary physicians) a “cold” is 
likely to be communicable only when 
the other fellow ‘has it. This is a 
rather characteristic Yankee trick. 

What assurance had his patients 
that the young doctor the nurse «>- 
scribes was not coming down with 
diphtheria or with infantile paralysis?

causes, Americans do not like to be 
critieized abroad; but in this instance 
they themselves have done as_ much 


criticizing as any foreigneres, if not 
more. The evil has long been recog- 
nized in the United States. Fortunate 
will it be if the reflections now forced 
ttpon intelligent citizens shall lead at 
least to some measure of reform. 
Primarily, the rules of evidence 
need a thorough and drastic revision. 
They seem to recognize too litfle acu- 
men and too little power of impartial 
judgment on the part of the jury. In 
France, conttastingly, the judicial 
theory which prevails is that every- 
thing of whatever nature which can 
throw a true light, even indirect, upon 
a criminal ease ought te be presented. 
The narrowness of the limitations 
upon evidence in the United States in- 
vites the eommission of a multitude 
of technical errors, through the almost 
inevitable transgression of those re-

tion for appeal after appeal, earrying

Some time ago I advised a young 
giri to think twice before marrying 
a $39.50 a week man. It seemed as 
though all the women in the world 
who had married previous to the late 
war a man who earned less than $40 
a week wrote me saying that it could 
be done. Some who are about to cele- 
brate their golden weddings wrote 
along this strain: “I married a man 
who got $1.50 a day and I lived 
happy ever after.” 


But the younger brides backed me 
np and I offer “Puzzled’’ the advice 
of a girl who signs herself, “One 
Who Knows.” 

“Dear Doctor: 


“Most assuredly I agree with your 
advice to the young lad#-of 18 not 
to marry on a salary of $39.50 a 
week. There are far too many mar- 
ried children in this day and almost 
all. of them' would be much better off 
if they had remained single. Yes, it 
would be possible, as one of your cor- 
respondents said, for two to live on 
$39.50 a week, provided they were 
content to skimp and _ struggle and 
cut out practically gverything which 
normal young people crave ang sac- 
rifice eonstantly for the joy liv- 
ing together. But how long wotild 
this self-sacrifice last if they are 
not even willing to sacrifice a few 
years of each other's continual com- 
panionship for the sake of their fu- 
ture life together? And their children! 
What right has anv young couple to 
bring children into the world without 
any resources and to raise them in 
poverty? Such children’s chances of 
a happy life are ‘sacrificed’ before 
their birth byt the selfishness and 
blindness of their parents. 

“How long would their love for 
each other last under the nagging 
ache of poverty, the monotonous grind 
of everyday life together? A year or 
so possibly, and then either the di- 
vorce court or a grim determination 
to stick it out to the bitter end with 


everlasting regrets that they did not 
wait a few years before assuming 
the cares and responsibilities of matri- 
mony ! “One Who Knows.” 

On the other hand, “Puzzled,” here’s 
the advice of “Satisfied:”’ 

“Dear Friend Dean: 

“Fifteen years ago I married a man 
earning $75 a month and who had 
$300 to cover furnishing a hdme and 
our wedding trip. Every piece of fur- 
niture bought is still doing duty. True, 
I did not buy luxuriously, yet I did 
not buy too cheaply. 

“Now my husband's salary is $40 
a week and we bave four children 
ranging in ages from 2 years to 14; 
we own our home, valued at $6,500, 
though we are paying on a $2,000 
mortgage. 

“Since the last baby came it has 
meant tightening up onthe purse 
strings to make the money go around, 
bat our children have always received 
a regular allowance (small, but still 
it is theirs). We carry insurance on 
every member the family. Our 
ehurch is the center of our social ac- 
tivities anc we always do our share. 
Occasionally our children enjoy a mo- 
vie and they make candy once a week, 
sometimes twice. The library has been 
a wonderfully large factor in our home 
entertainment, though we have a radio 
and the eldest daughter plays the 
violin. 

“We subscribe to two religious 
magazines, three technical and three 
fiction. From this you will see our 
home is not without its pleasures. We 
have no car yet. It seems eating does 
cost an overwhelming lot but it is 
easier to give it to the grocer than 
to the doctdér. 

“One factor in helping us to save. 
systematically has been the distance 
we are from our own people. Visits 
are usually short and sweet and correé- 
spondingly inexpensive.. While we do 
yearn for luxuries, I am certain our 
home has a minimum of discontent 
and a very large per cent pf happiness 
or $40 a week—the only income. 

“Satisfied Mother.” 

Remember “Puzzled” that most of 
the sacrifice comes on the. wife. hed 
is she who needs medical care when 
the children come. It is she who has 
to bear the brunt of’ critical neigh- 
bors who give the once-over to ‘her 
house furnishings. It is she who de- 
sires thin for the children.

There also were 
other rumors that she had told the 
same story to girl friends here, but 
this, likewise, she denied. 

Petty, until about four years ago, 
was an overseer in the Edna Cotton 
mills in this city, but lost his job. 
About a year ago he was seen for 
the last time. 

The story fold here is that he was 
accosted by a stranger in the busi- 
ness section of the city and given a 
severe beating. Petty did not have 
the man arrested,. but police officers 
took him in eustody and just before 
reaching the city jail he made his 
escape. Neither the stranger nor Petty 
has since been seen here.

The governor stated that he had 
also written to the large importers of 
gasoline in Virginia requesting that 
a public conference be held in Rich- 
mond in September to explain why 
the price was higher in the Old Do- 
minion than in other states, Septem- 
ber 9 was suggested. 

The Standard Oil company today 
announced a reduction of 2 cents per 
gallon in the city of Richmond. 
Whether similar reductions were 
made throughout the state was not 
known here. 

Governor Byrd believes that a re 
'duction of -2 cents per gallon through- 
ter the state will mean a saving of 


$2,000,000 to Virginians annually.

TRANSI1OCEANIC FLIGHT 
REGULATIONS URGED. 


Buffalo, N. Y., September 2.—(#)— 
A movement aimed at the regulation ; 


of trans-oceanic flights to prevent loss 
of lives in wunairworthy planes was 
launched today at the final business 
meeting of the American Bar associa- 
tion’s fiftieth annual convention. 

The movement took the form of a 
resolution unanimously adopted, that 
pledged the association's members to 
urge congress to pass legislation ex- 
tending the powers of the secretary 
of commerce to include regulation of 
such flights. 

The resolution was introduced by 
Chester W. Cuthell, New York, chair- 
man of the association’s air law com- 
mittee, general counsel of the 
tional Air Transport company 
the Curtiss Aeroplane company. 
an explanation of the resolution 
the air law committee’s report, 
Cuthell said: 

25 Lives Are Lost. 


“During the recent trans-oceanic 
flights, 25 lives have been lost, if all 
reported missing are dead. Most of 
these flights were not of a strictly 
commercial nature; the profession calls 
them ‘stunt’ flights. Our commercial 
aviation law was passed to regulate 
commercial] enterprises, and, therefore, 
is not broad enough to give the sec- 
retary of commerce the right of regu- 
lating and in some cases of preventing 
such flights.” 

William P. McCracken, Jr., chair- 
man of the bar association's air law 
committee and of the aeronautical bu- 
reau of the department. of commerce, 
commenting .on the resolution in an 
interview said the department of com- 
merce would be glad to assume regula- 
tory power, if congress saw fit to con- 
fer it. 

“But.” he added, “the 
must not be taken that regulation 
would prevent the loss of all life.

NATIONAL GUARD 
CAPANSION URGED

Washington, September 2.— (United 
News.)—Greatly impressed by the in- 
creased efficiency of the national 
guard, Assistant Secretary of War 
MacNider is urging its expansion as 
the only considerable trained military 
group which can be immediately mobi- 
lized in an emergency. 

MacNider recently flew 25,000 miles 
inspecting national guard installations 
and encampments and has reported to 
Secretary of War Davis on the “new 
efficiency and high morale of the na- 
tional guard.” Ineidentally in this 
extended air travel he made every 
emergency exactly on schedule. 

“The national guard of the United 


States,””’ MacNider reported, “has ¢om- |: 


pefent and experienced leadership on

fulfillment of its important misSion.” 
MacNider found that the irfcreased

The material 
will be explained to the school chil- 
dren by trained forestry experts.

A week or so ago what appeared to 
be a semi-official statement was issued 
by Pennsylvania to the effect that 
Pennsylvania and Loree would fight 
what the B. & O.. New York Central 
and Nickel Plate were trying to do to 
gain balance ef power in the eastern 
trunk line field. Judging from this 
Pennsylvania statement and the brief 
just filed by B. & O. a dog fight is on 
in the eastern railroad merger situa- 
tion.

way systems.

BARGE SERVICE 
ON MISSISSIPPI 
SETS NEW MARK 


St. Louis. September _—(P)—The 
Mississippi-Warrior barge line trans- 
ported 6,616,405 bushels of grain 
down the Mississippi river from St. 
Louis to New Orleans in August, 
which established a new record, Brig. 
Gen. T. I. Ashburn, chairman ‘of the 
Inland Waterways corporation, ‘an- 
nounced today. The grain came by 
rail chiefly from Kansas and Ne- 
braska and was exported at the gulf.

“When the barge lines were _ in- 
augurated nearly ten years ago,” he 
explained, “there was tremendous op- 
position to government operation. It 
was contended that the government 
should stay out of business. But the 
goverment has made it a business suc- 
cess, the only government business 
which does show’ a margin of profit.”
